BILVER DEBATE IN THE HUUSE

Argamasnts For and Against the Smpons)
of Blivar Calaage.

‘WasmmoroN, March 27.—The debate on
the sllver qusstion was opened In the House
to-day by Mr. Culbarson (Dem., Texas), who
announead himsalf In favor of fair playand falir
dealing with sllver. Ho was a friond of silver,
and [n favor of vlacing it on the same plans
with gold In regard to colnage and making it
a full, unqunlified debt-paying power, There
was no greater legislative folly than to require
the Government to coln 82,000,000 in silver
doliars each month If the Treasury Depart-
ment were permitted to lock them up in the
vaults of the Government and refuso to pay
them out on obligations of the Governmoent.
Mr, Culberson sald that'if the recommonda-
tions of the Prosident and the Becrotary of
the Troasury on this subjoot be adopted,
gold would be the only debt paying money, and
national bank notes the only ourrency, Thias
would be a repudiation of ths poliey of the De-
mooracy, and a complete acosptance of the
financial polloy of the Republican party, which
bad been'overthrown!in 1878. He was not hore
